TV Shows' Fate

NEW YORK fA D —What can 
television viewers, distressed by 
reports of cancelled programs. 
do to save their favorite shows? 
Very little. 
They can write letters to the 
networks. But the fate of most 
entertainm ent programs hangs 
on the size of viewing audiences 
based on estimates made by a 
research organization. 
In prim e evening time—be­ 
tween 
7:30 and 
ll 
p.m.—the 
number of sets tuned to any one 
network program runs between 
IO million and 16 million. In 
general, any show that attracts 
30 per cent or more of the esti­ 
mated 
sets 
in

probably 
will survive for another season. 
To over-simplify the compli­ 
cated ratings situation, let us 
assume a sponsor invests SI,OOO 
in a program that is seen on 
10.000 sets. That m eans it costs 
him $100 to reach 1.000 families. 
On the other hand, if 100.000 
sets are tuned to his program, 
that cost f>er thousand is re­ 
duced to $10. 
The one thing which interests 
most sponsors of entertainm ent 
shows is reaching the largest

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Saving On Armaments 


Part of President Johnson’s spending reduction 
proposal to cut the federal budget was a cutback in 
nuclear weapon making. 
This sort of saving is highly desirable, but very 
hard to pull off. The proportions of the nation’s spend­ 
ing for nuclear arms and its inability to stop this spend­ 
ing under the pressures to keep defense payrolls seems 
to have failed to impress the public, but the huge cost 
of defense — over $50 billions — must have caught 
some attention. 
The proposal of President Johnson is a small be­ 
ginning on checking the stockpiling of nuclear weapons. 
In the last three years the production of nuclear arms 
has increased by half and the proposed budget saving 
is really only a slowdown in this rate of increase. 
It 
would be achieved by closing three reactors at Han­ 
ford. Wash., and one at Savannah River, S. C. for a 
saving in two years of $125 million. 
♦ 
★ 
★ 
Even this impest economy was opposed by the 
Joint Congressional Atomic Committee, which had pro­ 
posed the stockpiling of plutonium beyond our reserves 
of nuclear weapons so huge that we can hardly afford 
to pay for places to hide the stuff. These congres­ 
sional critics of economy would go on mining the radio­ 
active oles and then process them and put the fission­ 
able material back in the earth. 
Small wonder that former President Eisenhower 
said one of his fears for the nation wras the pressure* 
to maintain defense industries. 
♦ 
★ 
★ 
The world storage of nuclear weapons is now equiva­ 
lent of 20 tons of dynamite for every human alive. If 
we had an overkill capacity of 2 it would mean that 
we had twice as many weapons as we'd need to kill all 
our enemies. Prof. Seymour Melman of Columbia Uni­ 
versity says our overkill is 1,250 times. Even if this 
figure were exhorbitant, any fraction of it would be 
impressive and would serve our purposes. 
Our nuclear defense volume has ceased to be a 
necessity of a security and has become an economic 
gimmick to milk the treasury. The job implications are 
big and so there’s an automatic political reaction in 
•Congress when ifs proposed that this very costly, un­ 
necessary, dangerous stockpiling of nuclear weapons be possible haste to correct.

The Laws Delay 


Tile cynical injunction, “ never get involved in a 
lawsuit," becomes less cynical and more realistic every 
■year, and Shakespeare’s reference to “the law’s delay" 
begins to read as if it were written yesterday . 
The average delay before trial of personal injury 
cases in state courts increased from 14 months to 18.7 
months in 1963. 
This is Hie average, reports the Institute of Ju­ 
dicial Administration. In jurisdictions with populations 
over 750,000 ii is much worse. The average jumped from 
23.9 months to 29.2 months. 
A maximum delay of six months from the time a 
defendant files until a case comes to trial is the stan­ 
dard stipulated by the Judicial Conference of the United 
States. But in some courts there actually are delays of 
blore than five years.

Court congestion isn’t necessarily the result of pop­ 
ulation. In the superior courts of I /is Angeles and San 
Diego, the delays are only 21 and 15 months respective­ 
ly. In Miami it is a mere 5.7 months. 
The l a y m a n ’s first reaction is to complain that the 
judges either don’t work hard enough, or that there 
m ust not be enough of them. 
To answer the latter, there doesn’t seem to be any 
direct relation between the number of judges and the 
size of the judicial log jam, according to the American 
Judicature Society. 
Michigan, for example, has a population only 1.8 
million less than Ohio, but it has only half the number 
of judges in its courts of general jurisdiction. Wayne 
County (Detroit) has twice the number of people and 
one less judge than Cuyahoga County (Cleveland), yet 
it has a 16-month backlog compared to the Ohio coun­ 
ty ’s 20-month pileup. In Michigan, Wayne County judges 
handle many more cases than some of their colleagues 
in the Upper Peninsula.

But to list the Milwaukee 
Journal and omit the Detroit 
New’s is to ignore the social 
and 
economic 
importance 
of 
their readerships, as well as 
the 
intrinsic 
values 
of 
the 
journals. The News has 
been 
the 
bellwether 
in 
industrial 
Detroit, three times as large as 
Milwaukee and globally signi­ 
ficant in revolutionary changes 
in democratic living. 
The News is not as interna­ 
tionally oriented as some of the 
proposed Top Ten but it gives 
Detroit a newspaper of greater 
scope and sophistication than 
Milwaukee gets. Outstate, the 
Grand Rapids Press is more 
comprehensive 
in 
State 
of 
Michigan news, but the situa­ 
tion indicates the difficulty of 
honest judgment more than it 
comments on the quality of the 
newspapers. 
The 
Milwaukee Journal 
is 
righteous and it’s courageous, 
too. as it showed in the national 
period of nuttiness called the 
McCarthy Era. It recommends 
nominees in a sort of eenv- 
meeny manner and exercises 
some of its courage by beating 
Wisconsin’s conservative indus­ 
trialists on the head as though 
they were Neanderthalers, al­ 
though they happened

we cannot rule out the butler

the butter.

years we have been hot on the 
trail of 
cholesterol. 
I 
still 
think he’s guilty but it is be­ 
ginning to look as though he 
ha^ 
s o rn e 
accomplices 
in 
crime. 
'Die foremost 
of 
these is a 
group of products which, like 
cholesterol, 
is 
derived 
from 
your body fats 
These are the 
triglycerides and they, 
along 
with cholesterol, do what 
the 
detectives 
would 
call an in­ 
side job. 
But first there must 
be a weak spot in the artery 
due to overstretching 
or 
an 
inherited 
defect. If this local­ 
ized weakness is great enough, 
little plaques will form iii Hie 
arterial wall regardless of the 
amount 
of 
fat-derived 
chem­ 
icals in the blood 
The greater the amount of 
plaque-forming 
substances 
in 
the blood, the greater the like­ 
lihood of 
arterial 
hardening. 
Tri-glyctrides in normal con­ 
centration remain

ANSWER—The upper denture 
is a sort of rigid suction cup. 
Most of the suction cups we’re 
familiar with are flexible and 
get their seal 
on 
something 
rigid. Since the upper denture 
is rigid, it must get its seal 
on something flexible. 
So 
the outer edges 
of the 
denture are 
located 
in 
soft, 
yielding tissue. 
Touching 
this 
area causes gagging in some 
persons. 
Occasionally the shape of the 
jaws, type of tissue and salvia, 
muscle facility and other fac­ 
tors are such that an 
upper 
denture will stay up without full 
palate coverage. Usually, how­ 
ever. 
“suction” is diminished 
or lost completely if the back 
edge of the denture is shorten­ 
ed until gaggings ceases. Even 
so. this lessened suction may 
be the lesser of the two evils. 
If you want to risk having 
to use denture adhesive powder 
or cream, you might try having 
the back of the upper denture 
shortened. 
Besides 
“ suction” 
and adhesives, there are last- 
resort procedures involving oral 
surgery. Contact an oral sur­

don’t help.

Although there 
m ay be a 190-degree tem pera­ 
ture difference between hot eof 
fee and ice cream, the temjier- 
ature change produced in a liv­ 
ing tooth bv the two items is 
only about 40 degrees. This is 
not detectably harmful to the 
outer structure of teeth. It is

By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Almost every good 
hostess 
has her own specialties that she 
can whip up at a moment’s 
notice. 
When you find such a 
quick-witted cook, take note of 
her procedure. 
That’s just what we did when 
we heard that a friend of ours 
can offer the best tasting plat­ 
ter of hot hors d’oeuvre in jig- 
time. 
With a country place in 
Maryland to which she brings 
guests from New York City, 
and a reputation for being a 
fine cook, our friend has to 
have some short-order goodies 
up her sleeve. 
As 
soon 
as 
everyone 
has 
piled out of the car on a Friday 
evening, this hostess makes for 
the kitchen. While her husband 
gets the drinks, she puts to­ 
gether the snacks. 
The m ak­ 
ings for them are on her coun­ 
try pantry shelves, in the refri­ 
gerator or in the basket of fresh 
supplies she brings from town. 
One of the tricks to this easy 
service is using aluminum foil. 
All the snacks are placed on 
the foil and baked in a hot 
oven. (The oven heats while 
the hors d’oeuvre is being put 
together.” The foil keens the 
kitchen clear of pans and saves 
pan-washing—a boon that any 
weekend or other hostess ap­ 
preciates. 
These snacks do not have to 
be served with cocktails, al­ 
though they are perfect with 
them. You'll find that they taste 
good with tea and coffee. 
Oven Snacks 
Sardine Sandwich Fingers— 
Drain a can of brisling sardines 
and mash them with a fork 
along with a hard-cooked egg 
and a little lemon juice; season 
with salt and pepper. Spread on 
thin slices of bread and top 
with matching slices of bread. 
Cut away crusts and then cut 
each sandwich into three fin­ 
ger 
size sandwiches. Spread
